Alcohol 
worse than 
heroin? 


O European study says alcohol is the most lethal 
drug, outranking heroin, crack cocaine and marijuana 
O Criteria included social impact as well as health 


Alcohol is more dangerous than illegal 
drugs like heroin and crack cocaine, ac¬ 
cording to a new study. 

British experts evaluated substances 
including alcohol, cocaine, heroin, ecsta¬ 
sy and marijuana, ranking them based 
on how destructive they are to the indi¬ 
vidual who takes them and to society as a 
whole. 

Researchers analyzed how addictive a 
drug is and how it harms the human 
body, in addition to other criteria like en¬ 
vironmental damage caused by the drug, 
its role in breaking up families and its 
economic costs, such as health care, 
social services, and prison. 

Heroin, crack cocaine and 
methamphetamine, or crystal meth, 
were the most lethal to individuals. 
When considering their wider social 
effects, alcohol, heroin and crack cocaine 
were the deadliest. But overall, alcohol 
outranked all other substances, followed 
by heroin and crack cocaine. Marijuana, 
ecstasy and LSD scored far lower. 

The study was paid for by Britain’s 
Centre for Crime and Justice Studies and

was published online in the medical jour¬ 
nal Lancet. 

Experts said alcohol scored so high be¬ 
cause it is so widely used and has devas¬ 
tating consequences not only for 
drinkers but for those around them. 

When drunk in excess, alcohol 
damages nearly all organ systems. It is al¬ 
so connected to higher death rates and is 
involved in a greater percentage of crime 
than most other drugs, including heroin. 

But experts said it would be impracti¬ 
cal and incorrect to outlaw alcohol. 

“We cannot return to the days of pro¬ 
hibition,” said Leslie King, an adviser to 
the European Monitoring Centre for 
Drugs and one of the study’s authors. “Al¬ 
cohol is too embedded in our culture and 
it won’t go away.” the associated press

Alberta is suffering an “im¬ 
age deficit” over criticism of 
the province’s oilsands and 
provincial Conservatives 
called for a new campaign 
to minimize the damage to 
business and tourism. 

A resolution introduced 
at the Alberta Progressive 
Conservative Convention 
on Saturday argued that so¬ 
phisticated and well-fi¬ 
nanced environmental 
organizations and special 
interest groups are having 
success in attempts to rede¬ 
fine Alberta’s image in “ex¬ 
tremely negative” terms. 

It says Alberta’s efforts 
to counter “nefarious pub¬ 
lic relation campaigns” 
have been ineffective, and 
both industiy and govern¬ 
ment must work together 
to come up with a new 
strategy to turn the tide of 
public opinion. 

“You’ve probably heard 
all sorts of comments about 
Alberta’s oilsands industiy, 
which is really part of the 
backbone of our economy. 


“We’re going to 
continue to tell it 
like it is.” 

PREMIER ED STELMACH 

We think it’s veiy impor¬ 
tant to engage industiy and 
government,” said Stephen 
Hope, a delegate from the 
riding of Calgaiy Shaw who 
introduced the resolution. 

“The purpose of the col¬ 
laboration is to create and 
develop a new and effec¬ 
tive image of the province 
that will be the basis of 
countering these smear 
campaigns.” 

The vote in favour of the 
resolution was unanimous. 

But Premier Ed Stelmach 
told delegates he is satisfied 
with the strategy currently 
in place, and has no inten¬ 
tion of replying in kind to 
the negative campaigns. 

“We cannot use the dirty 
tactics of those with ex¬ 
treme and unreasonable 
positions,” said Stelmach.

When Sunil Arora awoke 
Saturday morning, the last 
thing he expected to do 
was validate a $ 50-million 
lotto ticket. 

The Lotto Max win, 
which has yet to be 
officially confirmed by the 
B.C. Lotto Corporation 
(BCLC), stands to be the 
biggest lottery win in 
B.C.’s history. 

Arora, a soft-spoken 
cashier, has been working 
at a Kitsilano Mac’s store 
for nearly two years. Up 
until now, the largest win 
he’s seen was $2,000. 

“It was unbelievable,” 
said Arora, recalling the 
moment he checked the 
winning ticket. “I couldn’t 
believe (my eyes), it was 
fantastic.” 

The winner, a store reg¬ 
ular, came in and checked

the ticket at a self-scanner 
just after noon, but 
refused to believe the dis¬ 
play, said Arora. 

The ticket, a quick pick, 
matched seven out of sev¬ 
en winning numbers. 

The previous largest lot¬ 
tery win in B.C. was $25 
million. It was won earlier 
this year by a Surrey cou¬ 
ple. 



Group calls 
for milk 
banks in 
Canada 


In a move that would help 
feed sick and premature 
infants, the Canadian Pae¬ 
diatric Society is calling for 
breast milk banks to be 
built across the countiy. 

The banks would freeze 
and distribute pasteurized 
mother’s milk as a healthi¬ 
er alternative to formula. 

The group is currently 
in negotiations with the 
Ontario Health Ministry to 
fund the project. Unger 
says a final price tag has 
not been determined, but 
that it would be a multi- 
million-dollar venture. 

Ontario hospitals cur¬ 
rently import what milk 
they do use from an Ohio 
bank. Donor mothers must 
undergo the same testing 
as people who give blood.

“Every time that darn 
train went by for the last 
two days, I felt it nothing 
but rumble and I was wor¬ 
ried the dirt might get 
packed in too much,” he 
said.

KHADR. Canadian war 
criminal Omar Khadr de¬ 
serves to serve 40 more 
years behind bars for war 
crimes, a military jury de¬ 
cided yesterday, but its de¬ 
cision was overruled by a 
pre-trial agreement that 
capped his sentence at 
eight years.

But establishing a tradi¬ 
tional Grameen Bank in 
Canada faces particular 
hurdles. 

“One of the big chal¬ 
lenges in Canada is the 
regulatory environment, 
in terms of savings for ex¬ 
ample,” said Gord Cun¬ 
ningham, interim director 
of the Coady International 
Institute at St. Francis 
Xavier University in 
Antigonish, N.S.

Affairs said Friday that Re¬ 
search in Motion Ltd., the 
Canadian maker of the 


smartphones, has agreed 
to an interim arrangement 
for lawful interception of 
BlaclcBerry Messenger 
services and pledged to 
provide a final solution by 
the end of Januaiy. 

Citing national security 
concerns, India had threat¬ 
ened to ban corporate 
email and messenger serv¬ 
ices by August if RIM 
didn’t come up with a way 
for the government to 
monitor them. It then ex¬ 
tended the deadline to Oc¬ 
tober. It remains unclear 
what solution the parties 
may have reached over en¬ 
crypted corporate emails.

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ARENA COULD SUCK LIFE OUTOF JASPER 



The fact that you're reading 
this makes me assume you 
either work or live in down¬ 
town Edmonton. 

R egardless of whether 
you work, live or 
play in the 
downtown, what 
happens and doesn’t 
happen there has an 
effect on you and you should be 
able to help determine what that 
effect is. 

The city has started its consul¬ 
tations on a downtown arena. 
Much of that discussion will fo¬ 
cus on whether taxpayer money 
should be used to help build it. 
That’s a discussion that should 
and must take place. 

However, there are other issues 
a downtown arena will create 
that haven’t gotten much focus. 


One of the things that needs 
to be looked at carefully is what 
effect a downtown 
arena will have on 
other parts of the 
downtown. 

The Katz 
Group’s stated 
plans are, to say 
the least, 

grandiose: An are¬ 
na, housing, and an 
entertainment and 
shopping area. 

That sounds good 
on the face of it. 

But that kind of de¬ 
velopment is likely 
to shift the focus 
away from what I 
see as the actual 
downtown. To me that’s the area 
on either side of Jasper Avenue 
between 97th Street and 109th 
Street. 


When I first moved to Edmon¬ 
ton, Jasper Avenue was a 

happening place. 
During the 
summer, the side¬ 
walks were filled 
with people and 
you got a real 
sense that you 
were in a city. 

Then along 
came West 
Edmonton Mall 
and it all but 
sucked the life out 
of the core. 

The downtown 
has only just 
begun to recover 
from that. There 
are certainly more 
restaurants and shops than 
there were just a few years ago. 
With a little more creativity and 
effort, we just might be able to 


create a downtown area that you 
would be proud to show to visi¬ 
tors. 

So what effect would creating 
an entertainment behemoth on 
the other side of downtown have 
on Jasper Avenue? 

Hard to tell. But I suspect that 
it would draw people away from 
Jasper Avenue and our main 
street would remain the civic 
eyesore that much of it currently 
is. The point being, that any dis¬ 
cussion of a downtown arena 
must take that into 
consideration. 

A significant redevelopment 
of Jasper Avenue might just be 
enough to keep people going 
there in spite of having a new 
entertainment complex on 
104 th Avenue. 

In my next column, I’ll look at 
what we could do to make Jasper 
Avenue a destination venue.

Banting awoke early on 
Oct. 31,1920 with an idea 
that some call the most 
important medical discov¬ 
ery of the 20th centuiy — 
insulin. His discoveiy 
would eventually lift a 
death sentence for 
millions of people around 
the globe who suffered 
from diabetes. 

A three-metre-high 
sculpture by local artist 
Daniel Castillo was to be 
unveiled yesterday at 
Banting’s London, Ont., 
home to mark the mile¬ 
stone’s 90th anniversaiy. 

The doctor had prepar¬ 
ed a lecture on diabetes 
that he was to give on 
Nov. 1. Trying to read him¬ 


self to sleep the night of 
Oct. 30, he perused an ar¬ 
ticle about the pancreas. 

In his own words, he 
said, “The lecture I 
prepared and the article I 
read had chased each oth¬ 
er in my mind. At 2 a.m. 
they came together. I got 
up. I wrote it down.” 

Banting teamed up 
with Prof. John James 
Rickard Macleod, Charles 


Best and Dr. James 
Bertram Collip at the Uni¬ 
versity of Toronto. Early 
experiments were on dogs 
in 1921. The first success¬ 
ful insulin test on a 
human came in 1922. 

At age 32, Banting 
became the first Canadian 
— and youngest person — 
to win the Nobel Prize in 
Physiology or Medicine.

O In a world where watching TV as a family is so rare that it’s verging 
into the realm of nostalgia, should parents urge their kids to unplug? 


Let's face it: Teenagers 
spend hours texting, social¬ 
izing on Faceboolc and play¬ 
ing video games.

Sure, there are real dan¬ 
gers associated with all this 
screen time — eveiything 
from cyberbullying to 
couch-potato obesity.

Zines still make a scene 
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O Next time you have a hankering for Indian 
food, don’t think takeout O Think ahead 



That’s the message from 
Anupy Singla, author of 
The Indian Slow Cooker, 
who is on a mission to cor¬ 
rect misperceptions about 
Indian food — that it’s 
heavy; that you have to buy 
100 spices to make any¬ 
thing; that it’s hot; that it’s 
labour intensive. 

And to help her get out 
the message of ease, she en¬ 
listed that most ubiquitous 
of American kitchen tools, 
the slow cooker. 

“It’s a very traditional 
way of Indian cooking,

“Indian food is supposed 
to be very easy," Anupy 
Singla, author of The Indi¬ 
an Slow Cooker, says. 


where things are breaking 
down over hours and 
hours,” says Singla, who 
came to the U.S. from In¬ 
dia’s Punjab region when 
she was three. She says 
slow cookers actually have 
much in common with the 
old clay ovens found in In¬ 
dian villages. “You get that 
taste and that feeling with 
the slow cooker.” 

And with Nov. 5 marking 
the start of Diwali — the In¬ 
dian festival of lights — it’s 
a great time to test her the¬ 
ory. Because with a focus on 
presents, visiting friends 
and family, giving thanks 
for good fortune and eating 
(a lot) it’s easy to see the ap¬ 
peal of Diwali for anyone. 

Here are some tips from 
Singla to get you started. 
Spice it up 

Just seven basic spices 
will get you started: Red 
chili powder, ground co¬ 
riander, black mustard 
seeds, turmeric powder, 


black salt (lcala namalc), 
garam masala and cumin 
seeds. These form the foun¬ 
dation of North Indian 
cooking, and can be found 
in most grocers. 

Fear not the hot 

Made at home, Indian 
food is only as spicy as you 
want it to be. “There’s a 
misconception that Indian 
food has to be hot, but it’s 
more flavourful than any¬ 
thing else,” Singla says. 
Dump and go 

Which means dust off 
that slow cooker you got as 
a wedding gift. The slow 
cooker brings out the 
flavour in lentils, curries 
and other Indian dishes, 
and does it while you’re at 
work. “Once you do the 
preparation by purchasing 
the spices, it’s dump and 
go,” Singla says. 

For Diwali, which is a 
meatless holiday for many 
Indians, Singla suggests 
starting with rajmah (cur¬ 


ried kidney beans), rase 
wale aloo (spicy potatoes in 
broth) or spiced cauliflower 
and potatoes. “There’s no 
standard menu for Diwali, 


but those hit upon the most 
popular recipes from the 
north,” Singla says. “And 
you have to have a dessert 
because Diwali is all about 


the sweets.” 

For that, she suggests 
lcheer, a cardamom-scented 
rice pudding studded with 
raisins, the Canadian press

Plants have supplied us 
with remedies for as long 
as humans have walked 
the earth. 

The knowledge of herbs 
and flowers and their me¬ 
dicinal properties was 
once the preserve of wise 
old women, and has, in lat¬ 
er centuries, been taken 
up by doctors and scien¬ 
tists. 

Many of the most com¬ 
mon and important drugs 
used in Western medicine 
come from medicinal 


plants and millions of peo¬ 
ple around the world rely 
on them as their primaiy 
remedies and sources of 
income. At least 70,000 
plants are believed to be 
medicinal, and many are 
still undiscovered. Ethnob- 
otanists search tirelessly 
for new cures worldwide. 

Botanic gardens have 
been involved in the col¬ 
lection and study of medic¬ 
inal plants for more than 
500 years. Nowadays they 
also play an invaluable 
role in teaching nature-il¬ 
literate city dwellers how 
to tell plants apart and 
opening the door to the 
fascinating history and

modern application of me¬ 
dicinal plants. 

One such botanic gar¬ 
den is Chelsea Physic Gar¬ 
den, well hidden behind a 
wall in well-off western 
London, England. 


It is the city’s oldest sur¬ 
viving botanic garden and 
a living and growing muse¬ 
um. The first medicinal 
plants were brought here 
when the garden was 
founded in 1673 by the So¬ 
ciety of Apothecaries of 
London. The study and col¬ 
lection of medicinal plants 
has continued ever since. 
In 1983 they opened their 
gates to the public and 
now the charity offers 
tours of their pharmaceuti¬ 
cal beds and the Garden of 
World Medicine. 

“We never tell people to 
use a plant to treat an ail¬ 
ment. We only say it has 
been or is being used to do 


so,” said the gardens cura¬ 
tor, Rosie Atkins. 

Using medicinal plants 
requires knowledge, what 
is beneficial in small 
amounts may be danger¬ 
ous and even deadly if you 
ingest too much. Interest 
in herbal medicine is 
growing and medical 
plants are clearly impor¬ 
tant for the future. 

“Look at Avian flu. Star 
anise was used to create 
Tamiflu,” said Rosie. 

So, next time you have 
an Aspirin remember 
you’ve got Meadowsweet 
(Spiraea Ulmaria) to thank 
for getting rid of your 
headache.

H ow do you marry modern design and landscaping development with a natural 
park reserve in one of Edmonton's best new housing initiative? The answer is 
Larch Park. 

Perched on the edge of the Whitemud Ravine, Larch Park is a new development underway 
led by Larix Communities, a joint venture between Arctos and Bird and Melcor Developments. 
The project is integrated into the new Larch Sanctuary, an expanse of the Whitemud Ravine 
protected by the Edmonton and Area Land Trust for it's unique animal inhabitants. 

A well-established company built on over 88 years of quality business, Melcor is taking 
the initiative to build a new kind of community. The development will feature innovative 
architecture and energy efficient housing, but one of the most interesting components of 
the development is how they layer their dirt. 

Michael Clarke, a Plant Ecologist and Environmental Biologist, was giving a talk on 
restoring urban ecosystems when he was approached by Melcor to apply the ideas he was 
pitching about yards to Larch Park. 


When the preparatory work began on site, Melcor maintained the native soil in a whole 
new way by storing each layer separately. 

"We put a lot of value into the soil. Instead of storing it in one anaerobic pile, we piled it 
across large areas to maintain the bacteria and the properties of the soil", said Clarke. 

Once neighborhood services were installed, the soil was accurately re-laid back to its 
original state. 

When the time came to choose the flora for the development, Melcor decided on an 
unconventional path. Based on recommendations by the Northern Forestry Centre the 
developers planted over 36,000 pieces of vegetation this and will plant over 40,000 next year. 

By over-planting locally found species, the development will naturally form a self- 
maintaining integrated ecosystem of wetland and grassland. It will naturally weed out 
inefficient plant life, requiring little maintenance and establish a continuous environment 
with the adjacent Sanctuary. 



"As an Ecologist when I talk with developers, they don't really care. The thing I just 
loved about this project was how interested and supportive they were", said Clarke. "They 
told me to be as ecologically pure as possible, to take the high road."

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Catering takes off

If you think preparing 
food for a room full of 
customers is hard, trying 
doing it for hundreds of 
airborne “rooms” of peo¬ 
ple you’ve never even 
met, with all the food 
cooked the day before. 
That’s the challenge air¬ 
line caterers face every 
day and it’s one Peter Ho, 
Cathay Pacific’s regional 
catering manager for 
North America, has spent 
decades mastering. 

“Airline catering cre¬ 
ates many challenges a 
regular restaurant envi¬ 
ronment doesn’t have to 
deal with. You have to 
work with airline sched¬ 
ules, temperature has to 
be carefully controlled 
and safety and quality 


standards have to be high¬ 
er than at a hotel,” Ho 
said. 

While all food prepara¬ 
tion requires skill and 
dedication, airline cater¬ 
ing throws a series of lo¬ 
gistic wrenches into the 
equation which compli¬ 
cate the process. An aver¬ 
age food cycle sees a plate 
of airline food cooked and 
flash-frozen roughly 24 
hours before it’s sched¬ 
uled to be reheated on a 
flight and eaten. Care has 
to be taken in transport to 
ensure the food stays safe

fields and produces 80,000 
meals every day. 


— and tasty — to eat. Spe¬ 
cial food requests need to 
be dealt with well in ad¬ 
vance and last-minute 
flight delays can throw 
the entire production 
process into a loop. 

Consistency is also cru¬ 
cial, right down to the 
size and shape of a piece 
of meat or a portion of 
mashed potatoes. While 
in a normal restaurant 
people might order com¬ 
pletely different dishes, 
on a flight no one wants 
to sit next to someone 
who opens up their meal 
to find a much nicer-loolc- 
ing cut of the same meat 
as you. Menus need to 
change regularly so that 
frequent fliers on the 
same flight path feel 
they’re getting something 
new as often as possible.

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Education out of reach? 

O University enrolment is up, but student leaders decry skyrocketing tuition O More funding sought 


Rising enrolment rates at 
Canadian universities 
were hailed last week as a 
future boon to the Canadi¬ 
an economy, but student 
advocates warned skyrock¬ 
eting tuition is putting 
post-secondary education 
out of reach for many stu¬ 
dents. 

Overall university enrol¬ 
ment increased 3.7 per 
cent over last year and 57 
per cent from 1995, the As¬ 
sociation of Universities 
and Colleges of Canada re¬ 
ported. There were 898,000 
full-time university stu¬ 
dents registered this fall. 

That’s good news for 
the economy, because uni¬ 
versity graduates repre¬ 
sent about a quarter of the 
working population but 
are about 40 per cent of 
the tax base, said associa¬ 
tion president Paul David¬ 
son. 

“To be able to afford the 
quality of life, the standard 
of living, the quality of 


public services that we 
have in Canada, requires 
these kind of high-quality 
jobs that university gradu¬ 
ates are getting,” Davidson 
said. 

The rise in undergradu¬ 
ate students ranged from 
0.7 per cent in Newfound¬ 
land and Labrador to 4.5 
per cent in British Colum¬ 
bia. The hike in graduate 
students varied from 1 per 
cent in Manitoba to 17.6 
per cent in Prince Edward 
Island, the report found. 

University graduates in¬ 
crease Canada’s productiv¬ 
ity and innovation, said 
Davidson. They also make 
more money. 

They’re also more likely 
to get jobs in an economy 
that’s transitioning from 
being resource based to 
knowledge based. 

Over the last 20 years, 
about 87 per cent of the 
new professional and man¬ 
agement positions created 
were filled by university

graduates while jobs for 
high school graduates dis¬ 
appeared, the report said. 

University graduates al¬ 
so emerged from the re¬ 
cent recession in a better 
position. 


KNOWLEDGE 
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From September 2008 
until September 2010, 
there were 280,000 net 
new jobs for university 
graduates while almost the 
same number of jobs — 
260,000 — for workers 
without a degree evaporat¬ 
ed. 

The enrolment figures 
were discussed as David¬ 
son and 40 university pres¬ 
idents met Thursday with 
almost 20 MPs, cabinet 
ministers and other senior 
officials on Parliament Hill 
as part of their annual con¬ 
ference. 

Davidson gave the gov¬ 
ernment high marks for 
the “biggest single capital 
investment in a genera¬ 
tion” in post-secondary in¬ 


frastructure through the 
federal stimulus program. 
His association will seek 
continued government in¬ 
vestment for research as it 
submits its pre-budget 
wish list to the Commons 
Finance Committee next 
week. 

His call for more fund¬ 
ing was echoed by The 
Canadian Federation of 
Students. 

Seven in 10 new jobs re¬ 
quire a post-secondary ed¬ 
ucation but for some 
students that’s tough to af¬ 
ford, said the chairwoman 
of the federation’s Ontario 
division. 

Annual tuition fees vary 
widely, from about $2,500 
in Newfoundland and

Labrador to Ontario, 
where they’re highest at 
an average of $6,300, said 
Sandy Hudson. 

The cost forces some 
students to drop out. Oth¬ 
ers are left with staggering 
debt. 

“I’m $35,000 in debt 
and I just finished my post¬ 
secondary education, my 
undergraduate degree, in 
June,” said Hudson. 

Hudson said she’d need 
to go to graduate school to 
make use of her sociology 
and political science de¬ 
gree, but might not be able 
to afford that. 

More than 39,000 peo¬ 
ple have signed the federa¬ 
tion’s petition calling on 
the federal government to 
create a national post-sec¬ 
ondary education act and 
restore funding for post¬ 
secondary education to 
1992 levels.
